will certainly be called to testify be- 
fore the Legislative Insurance Investi- 
gation committee and will be made to 
produce for the first time in 
open

Only through an investigation of the 


books of the firm of J. P. Morgan & 
Co. can the mystery surouilding the 
St. Louis Terminal 
bonds be 
fuily 


cleared up by Charles E. Hughes, 
counsel for the committee. A demand 
for the -production of the books con- 
taining the entry showing the- mem- 
oradum of the contract for the pur- 
chase of the New York Life Insurance 
company of $4,000,000 St. Louis Ter- 
minal bonds on September 8, 1902, was 
indignantly resented -by George W. 
Perkins on the witness stand as a 
thing unheard of and not to be toler- 
ated. 


New 
York, Sept. 29.—Jacob H. 


Schiff, senior member of the firm of 
Kuhn, Loeb & Company, was a wit- 
ness before the legislative insurance 
investigating committee this morning. 
Schiff was a former director of the 
Equitable Life Assurance society, but 
resigned when the directors of the so- 
ciety failed to adopt the H. C. Frick 
committee report. Schiff said he had 
been a director of the Equitable since 
late in 1893. 


New X"ork, Sept. 29.—-Vice President 


Thomas A. Buckner of the New York 
Life Insurance company was a witness

It was brought out as a 
matter of fact that these

times as inducements to leave other 
companies and enter the employ of the 
New York Life. 


A situation of conflict in Buffalo in 


1901 between the Equitable and the 
New York Life was brought out, and 
in order to get agents of the Equita- 
ble away from that company, liberal 
advances and liberal contracts were 
made by the New York 
Life. 
Mr. 


Buckner testified that these advances 
to agents in the Buffalo branch of"the 
New York Life in 1902 alone exceeded 
by $48,000 the amount really earned by 
these agents. Later Mr. Buckner ac- 
knowledged this was most extravagant 
and said in 1903 the amount was cut 
down by half and by half the remain- 
ing amount in 1904. A copy of a con- 
tract and a confidential letter to David 
H. Desbecker. of Buffalo, one of the 
agents in question, showing the in- 
ducements held out for him to enter 
the employ of the Xew York Life was 
read. 


Henry R. Winthrop. of the Equita- 


ble, while on the stand presented the 
transfers of the stock of the Equitable 
at the time of its change of manage- 
ment and the directorate. 
Most of 


the transfers Mr. Winthrop was able 
to explain, but some he was not. At 
the time of these transfers Mr. "Win- 
throp was the holder of 25 shares.

The fact that the Ohio State Teach- 


ers' association and the educational 
committee of the Cleveland chamber 
of commeice are to move in the mat- 
ter of securing the repeal of the Cox 
school code and the enactment of a 
code modeled after the federal plan of 
school government is subject for com- 
ment by the Cleveland Plain Dealer 
which urges all interested to get busy 
now and not wait till the coming win- 
ter when the legislature is in session. 
The Plain Dealer's aftvice is timely, 
and the educators should profit by it 
and by their experience when the leg- 
islature ~was in session nearly

years ago. Then they went to the leg- 
islature with a petition in boots, but 
the wishes of George B. Cox to make 
the public schools of the state polfli 
cal assets anil place them under the 
rue of politics prevailed against the 
better judgment of the friends of the 
schools and educators of long experi- 
ence.
